It's  an  unMrstatement  to  say 
that  every  serious  investor  on  the 
globe  hangs  on  his  every  word. 
He  has  proven  himself  tune  and 
again  to  be  one  of  the  best  busi¬ 
nessmen  and  investors  in  this  country's 
history.

Mississippi  doesn't  need  more  of  it 
either,  but  that's  what  we  got  during  the 
post-Katrina  spedal  session  of  the  legis¬ 
lature  that  legalized  land-based  casino 
gambling  in  the  state.  It  was  bad  enough 
to  have  legalized  gambling  in  the  first 
place,  but  to  relax  state  law  so  the  gam- 
oling  halls  could  creep  onshore  is  even 
more  disgraceful. 

The  icons  of  American  business 
understand  the  foolishness  of  legalized 
gambling,  so  why  don't  Mississippi's 
governor  and  legislators?  That's  a  ques¬ 
tion  only  they  can  answer. 

As  we  approach  the  second  anniversary 
of  that  post-Katrina  special  session  when 
our  elected  politicians  gave  the  gamblers 
everything  they  wanted,  perhaps  we 
should  be  asking  them  just  that  question.

Keynote  speaker  Qella  Lee  of 
Fayetteville,  N.C,  used  an  analo¬ 
gy  to  the  reality  IV  contest  show. 
The  Amazing  Race,  asking  the 
girls  to  conader  what  is  neces¬ 
sary  to  live  "The  Anuudng  Life." 
Her  msw^  which  she  aiM  other 
speakers^  iitduding  international 
and  North  American  mweiemar- 
ies^  set  forth  over  five  general  ses¬ 
sion^  was  to  live  out  Luke  10:27. 

"God  wants  you  to  have  an 
amazmg,  fulfiUirtg  arul  purpose¬ 
ful  life,  Lee  told  Blume  atterv 
dees.  "That's  why  He  made  you 
aiKl  that's  «^y  He  died  for  you. 
The  Amazing  life  is  not  a  way  to 
life,  it's  a  way  of  life  —  and  you 
have  to  choose  it.  It  is  God's  plan 
for  you  to  be  God's  instrument 
in  me  world  to  carry  out  His 
plan  just  as  you  are." 

At  the  cofKlusion  of  the 


evening  general  session  July  IZ 
81  gills  came  forward  during  an 
invitation  time,  with  10  maung

Those  with  linuted  means 
realized  the  hardships  many  face 
as  they  struggle  to  obtain  basic 
necessrties.  they  exited  the 
exhibit,  a  volunteer  reviewed 
some  of  the  purchases  the  girls 
made,  talked  about  the  reanties 
of  pover^  arto  eiKouraged  the 
group  to  Keep  their  identity  card 
asa^^y^  reminder. 

Girls  visited  with  missionaries 
serving  with  the  International 
Mission  Board  (IMB)  and  North 
American  Mission  Board 
(NAMB)  along  "Missionary 
Row,"  arto  many  sent  e-mails  to 
international  missionaries  and 
wrote  "encouragrams"  to 
NAMB  field  personnel. 

In  another  exhibit  area,  the 
girls  could  write  letters  of  sup¬ 
port  to  U.S.  military  personnel 
and  sperid  time  in  prayer  for 
the  recipient  of  each  Itoter.  "I 
told  them  thank  you  for  fitt¬ 
ing  for  our  country  aiul  mee- 
dom,"  said  Lindsey  Allsup,  a 
lOth-grader  from  Acton 
Churdi  in  Granbury,  Texas, 
"and  that  God  loves  oiem." 

The  exhibits  also  showed 
how  God  can  use  any  passion 
and  willing  heart  to  further 
His  Kingdom.  IMB  field  per¬ 
sonnel  Margie  Drane  and  Sue 
Sprenkle,  for  example,  demon¬ 
strated  how  diey  use  their  pas¬ 
sion  for  videography  and  jour¬ 
nalism,  respecti^my,  to  share 
Ouist  throu^  stories  of  how 
He  is  working  around  the 
world.  Participants  were  able 
to  join  in  mode  interviews  and 
opmte  the  video  camera. 

The  girte  enjoyed  other  areas 
that  were  set  up  just  for  fun, 
like  a  karaoke  stage,  senmbook- 
ing,  a  coffee  shop,  staged  photo 
of^rtunities,  and  a  giant 
inflatable  obstacle  course. 

Of  the  100  collegiate  girls 
who  attended  Buime,  25 


walked  more  than  a  mile  to 
the  Kansas  City  Rescue 
Mission,  a  men's  shelter  and 
soup  kitchen  in  the  heart  of 
the  city.  As  jMrt  of  a  poverty 
simulation,  they  stood  in  line 
with  other  shelter  guests  to 
get  their  food,  then  later  spent 
me  night  on  the  floor  of  a 
warehouse  across  the  street. 

"It  was  nice  to  put  faces  to 
this  issue  (of  poverty],"  said 
Rachel  Gerke,  a  member  of 
Reyondsburg  Church  in 
Columbus,  Ohio.  "We  talk 
about  the  marginalized,  but  it 
was  cool  to  actually  sit  and  talk 
with  them.  It  was  humbling. 
It's  easy  to  think  we  have  it  all 
together,  and  we  may  have  a 
good  hejut  or  we  may  think  we 
nave  it  belter  than  tnem.  But  I 
don't  have  anything  on  my 
own.  It's  all  of  Gdd." 

Blume  also  included  "A 
Night  in  the  Middle  East" 
outdoor  croas-cultural  experi¬ 
ence  whidt  transformed  the 
lawn  of  the  Kansas  City 


Convention  Center  into  a 
Middle  Eastern  market.  With 
instrumental  music  in  the  air, 
die  girls  could  sample  such 
foods  as  baklava  and  hum¬ 
mus,  write  their  names  in  the 
Persian  alphabet  and  spend 
time  in  prayer  for  the  various 
peoples  of  the  Middle  East. 

Tne  event  ended  with  the 
showing  of  a  recent  film  about 
die  bibneal  Esther,  One  Night 
with  the  Kir^ 

As  part  otBlume,  girls  were 
given  a  "5  Ways  of  Giving" 
opportunity  to  put  their  faitn 
into  action  by  learning  about 
and  supporting  five  (jufferent 
ministries  —  Blood:Water 
Mission  in  Africa;  Beginning 
of  Life  Foundation  in 
Moldova;  The  Ricks  Institute 
in  Liberia;  a  ministry  in 
Jordan  that  helps  Arab 
women;  and  Locks  of  Love. 

The  next  Blume,  previously 
known  as  the  Natioiud  Acteens 
Convention,  is  planned  for  the 
summer  of  ^11  in  Orlando,  Fla.

.  I  remember  a  few  years  ago  I 
was  to  preach  at  a  church  to 
which  I  had  never  been  before.  I 
drove  there  cm  Sund^  morning 
and  arrived  about  30  minutes 
before  the  service  was  to  start.  I 
made  my  way  into  the  building 
and  because  I  had  been  cm  the 
road  for  some  time,  I  felt  that  it 
mi(^t  be  wise  if  I  stopped  by 
the  restremm.  Some  of  our 
churches  have  restrooms  at  the 
entryway  of  their  builclings. 
This  one  did  not.  There  were  no 
ushers  or  greeters,  so  1  made 
my  way  cm  into  the  sanctuary. 
There  were  a  handful  of  follu 
that  were  kind  of  scattered 
through  the  pews.  1  nodded  and 
spoke  to  them  as  I  made  my 
way  toward  one  of  the  doors  on 
the  sides,  by  the  organ  and 
piano.  Now  oeing  a  semi-pro¬ 
fessional  church  attendee,  1  just 
knew  that  one  of  those  doors  on 
either  side  would  be  like  most 
odier  churches  and  form  a  "U" 
back  behind  he  choir  loft  area 
and  baptistery  and  on  that  hall 
there  would  m  restrooms. 

I  walked  toward  he  demr  on 
the  left  confidently  opened  it  as 
though  I  knew  where  I  was 
going,  and  briskly  walked  right 
mto  a  cleaning  closet.  It  was  not 
a  hallway,  not  a  restroom,  but 
he  room  where  cleaning  sup¬ 
plies  were  kept.  Well,  here  were 
cleaning  supplies  and  a  few 
oher  mings  from  Christmas 
pageants  aim  misskm  em^iases 
all  in  a  tidy  fashkm.  There  I 
stoocf  wih  nemhere  to  go  except 
bach  out  into  he  sanctuary.  I 


opened  the  dcx>r,  traipsed  cm 
out  and  started  visitmg  wih 
the  folks  hat  were  seated 
around  the  sanctuary,  wonder¬ 
ing  if  hey  were  wondering, 
"why  wexud  his  guy  go  in  the 
deaiimg  closet?"  Th^  did  not 
mentkm  it  and  neiher  did  I.  The 
fact  is  ycxi  can  get  lost  in  church. 

Anoher  time  1  was  cm  vaca- 
tiem  and  since  I  was  going  to  be 
in  a  strange  place  on  a  week¬ 
end,  1  went  Saturday  aftememn 
to  find  a  Baptist  church  in  he 
area.  I  founci  he  buildings  and 
drove  around  them  looking  for 
either  a  sign  that  told  what  time 
the  services  would  be  or  some¬ 
one  who  would  be  there  taking 
care  of  some  Saturday  affer- 
nernn  need  who  could  tell  me. 
There  were  a  number  of  signs 
around  the  building,  and  one  of 
hem  had  the  time  of  the  ser¬ 
vices.  Now  I  was  ready  for 
Sunday  morning.  1  knew  where 
I  was  going,  and  I  knew  what 
time  to  be  there. 

The  next  morning  I  headed 
out  and  ran  into  my  first  prob¬ 
lem  of  the  day.  They  had 
changed  the  time  of  the  ser¬ 
vices  for  the  summer  months, 
but  they  had  not  changed  the 
sign.  The  service  was  in 
progress,  but  I  thought  I  could 
tincT  my  way  to  the  worship 
center.  I  parked  out  in  the  area 
that  appeared  to  be  the  main 
entrance  and  made  my  way 
into  the  building  only  to  find 
that  there  was  no  one  there.  I 
noticed  as  I  entered  that  the 
sanctua^  seemed  to  be  on  a 
second  flcx>r  level.  There  were 
some  stairs  so  I  bounded  up 
them,  and  I  could  hear  the  con¬ 
gregation  praising  God.  I 
mought  I  had  found  the  door 
that  led  into  the  auditorium, 
but  I  was  wrong.  It  was  the 


dcx>r  into  the  choir  loft. 
Anyone  who  has  ever  heard 
me  sing  can  attest  to  the  fact 
that  was  not  the  place  I  needed 
to  be.  I  eased  the  dcx>r  shut, 
made  my  way  out,  and  walked 
back  down  the  stairs  and 
around  to  the  other  end  of  the 
building.  Again,  no  one  was 
there.  I  found  some  more  stairs 
and  thought  I  must  be  in  the 
right  place  now.  Up  I  went  and 
there  were  the  doors  leading 
into  the  worship  center.  I  could 
see  that  everyone  was  stand¬ 
ing  up  and  the  pastor  was 
speaking,  so  I  waited  for  a 
more  ^propriafe  moment  to 
enter.  Out  of  nowhere,  a  little 
kid  about  nine  years  old  came 
up  the  steps  and  warmly  greet¬ 
ed  me,  jerked  the  door  open, 
and  said,  "Come  on  in  and  sit 
down."  1  said,  "1  will,  but  wait 
just  a  minute."  He  said,  "No, 
come  on!"  It  was  obvious  that 
he  was  a  natural  born  greeter, 
and  he  certainly  felt  right  at 
home.  1  eased  in,  walked  over 
to  where  I  could  sit  down,  and 
joined  in  the  service. 

We  sang  some  more  but  it 
was  not  very  long  until  the  pas¬ 
tor  came  to  the  pulpit  to  deliver 
his  message.  It  was  clear  to  me 
that  he  was  not  only  well  pre- 

[>ared  in  mind  but  also  in  heart, 
t  was  also  obvious  that  he  was 
lovingly  connected  to  his  con¬ 
gregation.  Since  I  was  seated  at 
me  back  of  the  auditorium,  I 
could  see  the  pastor  but  I  could 
also  see  most  of  the  congrega¬ 
tion.  I  watched  as  most  of  diem 
listened  intently,  but  the  couple 
right  in  fixmt  of  me  was  espe¬ 
cially  intriguing.  1  had  never 
seen  them  before,  but  this 
young  man  and  woman  were 
listening  intently  to  every  word 
that  the  pastor  spoke,  i  won¬ 


dered  who  they  were  and  what 
was  going  on  in  their  hearts. 

As  the  pastor  preadied.  I 
listened  and  for  this 

young  couple,  nie  message 
was  concluded  and  the  pastor 
encouraged  the  folks  to  let  the 
Lord  have  His  way  in  their 
hearts.  He  challenge  them  to 
say  yes  to  Jesus.  Soon  we 
stooo  to  sing  the  invitation.

I 
stood  there  singing  and  thank¬ 
ing  God  for  the  wonderful 
thmgs  that  were  happpiing  in 
this  family  of  faith.

While  I  was  glad  that  I  had 
found  my  way,  I  could  tell  that 
both  of  tnem  were  thrilled  that 
they  had  found  theirs. 

I  left  church  genuinely 
blessed  and  thinking  how 
many  pt?ople  arc  lost  at  church. 
No,  I  am  not  talking  about  the 
lost  condition  that  maybe  a 
sign  or  an  arrow  pointing  in 
some  direction  would  fix.  I  am 
talking  about  the  kind  of  lost¬ 
ness  that  only  the  Good  News 
from  heaven  pointing  to  jesus 
can  fix,  like  the  Ethiopian 
Eunuch  who  could  not  find  his 
way.  In  Acts  8:31  he  said  to 
Philip,  "How  can  I,  except 
some  man  should  guide  me?" 
You  and  I  are  blessed  to  be  a 
part  week  after  week  and  day 
after  day  of  showing  people 
how  th^  can  be  found  oy  me 
wonderful,  gentle,  and  search¬ 
ing  Good  Sl^herd.

when  You're  Discouraged 

1  Kiagi  19:1-18 


ElijaK  a  prophet  of  God, 
needed  a  time  to  dwell  in  the 
secret  place  with  the  Moat  Hi<^ 
(Psalm  91:1,  2).  Why?  Some 
would  say  he  had  a  classic  case 
of  bum  out  while  others  believe 
once  you've  encountered  a 
mountain  top  experience  with 
God  you  are  more  vulnerable 
for  discouragement.  Whatever 
your  view.  Bus  man  became 
discouraged  because  his  expec¬ 
tations  were  not  met  and  the 
same  is  true  for  us  today. 

In  order  to  rise  above  the  pit 
of  discouragement  Elijah  need¬ 
ed  to  remember  and  ... 


!aKingsl9:l-3a) 


...  what  had  led  to  his  dis- 
coun^gement  Space  does  not 
permit  us  to  dw^l  on  what  has 
occurred  in  the  life  of  El^ 


(meaning  "the  LORD  is 
God")  three  years  prior 
to  our  Scripture  pas¬ 
sage.  (Read  1  fongs 
16^  through  1  Kings 
18:46X 

Elijah  had  been  called  by 
God  to  deal  with  the  problem 
of  Baalism  in  Bw  land  (1  Kings 
17:1).  Elijah's  calling  was  ro 
confront  evil  king  Ahab  (1 
Kin«  16:33)  and  his  wife 
tezeoel.  He  declares  there  will 
be  a  drought  leaves  town,  and 
returns  almost  three  years  later 
to  make  it  known  that  the 
LORD  God  in  Israel  is  the  one 
true  God.  Our  focal  passage 
begins  with  Ahab  recounting 
the  day's  events  to  Jezebel. 
Notice  Ahab's  comments  which 
focused  on  "all  that  Elijah  had 
done,  and  how  he  had  executed 
the  prophets"  —  rw  mention  of 
Goo.  Did  Ahab  fall  on  his  face

discouragement  set  in 
when  he  realiapd  noth¬ 
ing  had  diaiwed.  "Bijah 
expected  leanel  to  sur¬ 
render;  when  she  did  not 
capitulate,  he  became  a 
discouraged  man"  (w.  i, 
10, 14)  (^XicArBmr  Sb^ 
Bible,  page  50^. 

2.  Refresh  (1  Kings  19*3b-9a) 
(KJV,  19:4-9a] 

Elijah  needed  a  time  to  pull 
away  from  the  circumstances. 
After  leaving  his  servant,  Elijah 
travels  "a  day's  journey  into  the 
wilderness"  and  sits  under  a 
broom  tree.  He  prays  for  the 
LORD  to  take  nis  life,  lies 
down,  and  expects  Him  to  com¬ 
ply.  Instead  the  LORD  sends  an 
angel,  not  a  raven  as  previously 
experienced,  to  feed  nis  weary 
body  and  soul.  Notice  the  angel 
touoied  Elijah  and  the  second 
time  he  said,  "...  the  journey  is 
too  great  for  you." 

(JDservations:  Elijah  may 
have  been  ready  to  give  up,  but 


God  was  not.  He  te  always  at 
work  Oohn  5:17).  Next  a  per¬ 
sonal  touch  extended  can  neat¬ 
ly  etKouratt  a  person.  Inird, 
me  food  whidi  the  angel  pre¬ 
pared  was  not  only  reneshing 
but  it  was  powerful  —  spiritual 
food  is  our  sustetumce  (vs.  8). 

3.  Reevaluate  (1  Kings 
19:9b-13a) 

It  took  Elijah  forty  days  to  get 
to  Mount  Horeb  (alternate  name 
for  Mt.  Sinai);  a  journey  usiudly 
traveled  in  half  Bie  time.  John 
MacArBtur  writes,  "The  period 
had  syn^lic  meaning  as  well 
as  showing  literal  time.  As  the 
people  of  Israel  had  a  notable 
wintual  failure  and  so  wan- 
efered  40  years  in  Bie  wilderness 
(Num.  14:26-35),  so  a  discour¬ 
aged  Elijah  was  to  spend  40 
days  in  the  desert.  As  Moses 
had  spmt  40  days  on  the  moun¬ 
tain  without  bread  and  water, 
sustained  only  by  God  as  we 
awaited  a  new  phrase  of  service 
(Ex.  34:28),  so  Elijah  was  to 
spend  40  days  depending  on 
God's  enablement  as  he  pre¬ 
pared  for  a  new  commission 
from  the  Lord"  (MacArthur 
Study  Bible,  page  507).  Perhaps, 


Elijah  needed  to  once  at 
develop  a  listening  heart  to  I 
"the  word  of  Bte  Lord"  who 
spoke  in  "a  still  small  voice." 

4  Reengage  (1  Kings  19:15-18) 

It  is  interesti^  to  study  the 
times  Elijah  jxnnted  out  to  the 
LORD  that  "I  alone  am  left."  Pte 
forgot  about  the  one  hundred 
premhets  Obadiah  had  rescued 
(l  l^gs  18:4)  and  how  (3od  had 
seven  thousand  faithful  to 
Jehovah  in  brael.  EUjah's  calling 
was  not  to  the  masses.  Instead 
he  was  to  anoint  three  men  who 
would  see  to  the  elimination  of 
the  worship  of  Baal. 

When  we  walk  by  sight 
and  not  tw  faith  we  are  more 
apt  to  fall  into  the  pit  of  dis¬ 
couragement.  Possibly  you  are 
dealing  with  unmet  ei^cta- 
tions.  It  so,  then  follow  Bijah's 
footsteps;  recognize  the  source 
of  your  discouragement,  go  to  a 
secret  place  for  refreshment, 
allow  the  Word  of  God  to  wash 
over  you  and  reevaluate  your 
situation,  and  then  reengage. 
It's  time  to  get  out  of  the  fMt!

Love  Wholeheartedly 

Malachi  1:1-2, 6-14

One  man  said  that  one  of  the 
biggest  disappointments  in  his 
lifecame  whim  he  was  a  boy.  He 
saw  a  large  tent  set  up  in  a  field 
and  thought  there  was  a  circus 
inside.  He  sneaked  in  under  the 
flap  to  waldi  and  discovered 
that  he  was  in  the  middle  of  a 
revival  meeting.  Ho%vever,  he 
experieiKed  an  even  bigger  dis¬ 
appointment  as  an  admt  when 
he  went  to  a  church  expectins  to 
find  revival  and  discovered  mat 
it  was  nothing  more  than  a  cir¬ 
cus.  It  appears  that  we  are  con¬ 
fused  about  what  we  really  need 
and  what  we  really  want  in  life. 
Many  Christians  today  seem  to 
want  just  eiKM^  of  God  to  keep 
them  out  of  hm  or  to  get  them 
^pedal  blessings.  WhoMiearted 
CKvotion  and  service  to  God  is 
really  not  p^  of  Bieir  lifestyle. 
The  Christian  life  for  many 
Christians  today  is  a  lot  like  a 


smorgasbord  restaurant. 

Th^  want  to  be  able  to 
go  mrough  a  line  without 
any  obligations  and  sim¬ 
ply  choose  the  experieiKes 
with  God  they  want  to  have. 

The  emphasis  of  our  lesson 
passage  today  is  on  loving  God 
wholeneartealy  by  giving  Him 
our  best.  Malachi  presents  a 
contrast  between  Cjoo's  love  for 
His  people  and  their  lack  of 
love  for  Him.  God  wants  His 
people  to  love  Him  whole¬ 
heartedly,  allowing  their  devo¬ 
tion  to  Him  to  influeiKe  their 
attitudes  and  actions  in  all 
areas  of  life.

1.  Do  You  Ihist  God's  Love? 
Malachi  1:1-2 

The  word  "oracle"  is  derived 
from  a  Hebrew  word  meaning 
to  lift  up  or  to  bear.  The  oracle 
of  a  prophet  may  be  described 
very  appropriately  as  his  "bur¬ 


den"  or  "message." 
Malachi  is  not  men¬ 
tioned  elsewhere  in 
Scripture  and  all  that 
is  Imown  about  him 
has  come  from  his 
own  utterances.  We 
can  infer  that  he  was  a 
I  true  prophet  and 
spoke  with  full 
authority.  He  had  an 
intense  love  for  Israel 
and  for  the  services  of 
the  temple,  and  he  had  a  high 
conception  of  the  tradition  and 
duties  of  the  priests. 

Malachi  b^ns  his  prophecy 
by  setting  before  his  listeners 
God's  steadfast  love.  This  is  the 
real  "burden"  of  Malachi's 
message  and  everything  else  is 
to  be  seen  in  the  light  of  this 
truth.  The  question  '^ow  have 
you  loved  us?"  reveals  the 
absence  of  trust  or  an  attitude 
of  ingratitude  on  the  part  of  the 
peofiHe  of  Israel.  God  reminds 
Israel  that  even  though  Esau 
was  Jacob's  brother.  He  had 
chosen  Jacob  for  a  covenant 
relationship.  The  Lord  demon¬ 
strated  His  love  for  the 
Israelites  by  making  them  His 
chosen  people.  We  can  trust 
God's  love  tor  us  because  He 


redeemed  us  and  brought  us 
into  His  family  of  faith. 

2.  Do  You  Honor  God's 
Greatness?  Malachi  1:6-11 

God's  greatness  is  affirmed 
in  T.5  ana  1:11.  The  Scripture 
between  these  two  verses  ques¬ 
tions  the  respiect  and  reverence 
that  Israel  has  for  God.  He  uti¬ 
lizes  two  images  indicative  of 
God's  relationship  with  Israel 
—  His  fatherhood  and  His 
Lordship.  Charges  included  in 
the  passage  were  that  Israel 
had  despi^  God  by  not  hon¬ 
oring  His  position,  by  ritualistic 
worwip,  and  by  offering  inade¬ 
quate  sacrifices.  The  people 
had  failed  to  honor  God  by 
their  acts  of  worship.  God 
expects  our  best.  We  can  only 
honor  God  when  we  offer  Him 
the  best  of  our  time,  energy,  ser¬ 
vice  and  gifts. 

3.  Do  You  Love  God  Whole¬ 
heartedly?  Malachi  1:12-14 

The  word  "it"  in  verse  12 
refers  back  to  "my  name"  in 
verse  11.  The  accusation  here  is 
that  by  attitude  and  actions  the 
priests  had  brought  dishonor 


upon  the  name  of  God.  The 
contempt  and  scorn  of  the 
Israelites  was  obvious,  and  it 
was  as  if  they  were  counting 
the  whole  sacrificial  system  as 
worthless.  They  were  simply 
going  through  the  motions 
with  little  or  no  conviction 
about  what  they  were  doing. 
They  .seemed  to  actualty 
believe  that  God  would  accept 
whatever  sacrifice  they  offered 
Him.  They  saw  no  value  or 
purpose  in  offering  their  best  to 
God.  Zechariah  labeled  the 
man  who  promised  to  ofier  an 
acceptable  sacrifice  and  then 
offered  a  defective  animal  a 
deceiver  and  indicated  that  he 
would  be  accursed,  because  his 
offering  did  not  indicate  his 
respect  and  reverence  for  God. 

God  deserves  our  very  best 
and  when  we  offer  less  than  the 
best,  we  show  disrespect  for 
Him.  We  show  wholehearted 
love  for  God  when  we  repent  of 
unacceptable  attitudes  and 
actions  and  serve  Him  willingly 
and  joyfully.
